ISRAELI POUND REPARATIONS TALKS IN PARIS 


REVALUED 


New Recovery Plan 


JERUSALEM 

The Israeli pound is partially to be 
revalued by the introduction of a 
triple exchange rate system intended 
to aid the country’s economic 
recovery and encourage investments 
and exports. 

This was announced in the Knesset 
on Wednesday by Mr. Ben-Gurion, the 


Prime . Minister, who, in ouilining his. 


Government's proposals for Israel's 
economic | recovery, Stated that oa 
rate of $1 for every Israeli pound would 
be fixed for investments; $1.40 to the 
Israeli pound. for contributions. from 
appeals, tourists, and such imports as 
meat, fish, and medicinés: and a. rate 
of $2.80 for other vital imporis. 
Fighting Inflation 
The Premier said the Government 
proposed measures to combat inflation, 
encourage investments, and to increase 
They were 
determined to balance the budget, 
including the defence budget, and even 


‘to cover part of. the development 


budget, by ordinary taxation. Drastic 
cuts would be, made in the .administra-. 
tion, involving the dismissal of at. least 
1,000 Government. employees, while the 
collection of income tax would be made 
more efficient, 

Mr. Ben-Gurion reaffirmed __his 
Government's decision not to issue 
Treasury and Land Bonds. The develop- 
ment budget would be covered by inter- 
nal loans, foreign grants, and long-term 
loans.. More severe measures would be 
taken. against. the, black market. 7 

The Government's economic plan 
would allow to. import 
machinery, equipment, etc., . without 
allocation of foreign currency, while 
investors and immigrants would be per- 
mifted to import goods which would be 
under control in Israel, but which could 
be sold at.a dollar-pound rate of 
exchange. 

Economic Achievements 

Without stating that there would be a 
freezing of wages, the Premier said that 
wage increases would be linked with 
production, While industry would be 
encouraged to produce for export by the 
allocation of. raw. materials. to the more 
efficient enterprises. 

Reviewing Israel’s economic achieve- 
ments in the past three years, he said 
that natural resources, such as phosphaies. 
kaolin; copper, manganese, and even iron, 
had been discovered in. the Negev. 
This might revolutionsse the economic 
situation ‘in the country, 

Their first task, he added, -was to 
ensure that Israel’s agriculture supplied 
the needs of the population. This: was 
essential, not only. because of the short- 
age of foreign currency, but also because 
their physical existence necessitated their 
independence, incase they were cut. off 
from .sources. of supply. 

Restrictions. on the. import of raw 
materials would lifted, but. indus- 
trialists would not receive .foreign -cur- 
rency allocations. They would be 
required to provide currency from. non- 
payment import. sources themselves. 
Another. measure announced was. the 
limitation of profits. 

Big Trade Gap 

Drawing attention to Israel's. enormous 
gap in its balance of payments, the 
Premier said that stnce the beginning of 
1949 until November, 1951, Israel 
imported. consumer goods, raw materials. 
and machinery worth  1£295,929.133, 
while its exports in the same period 
totalled only 1£37,437,493. 

In announcing three rates of exchange 
for the Tsraeli pound. the Premier” has 
virtually lowered the Israeli currency to 
approximate to its value on the inter- 
national market. Economic experis expect 
the Government's policy to result. in a 
speedy rise in prices, followed by a cer- 
tain amount of unemployment, and then 
possible stabilisation. | 

The Government had earlier announced 
the appointment of a  32-member 
Economic Advisory Council, representing 

rivate enterprise, the trade unions, and 
abour groups, to deal with all economic 
matters.

THE KING'S HAGADA 


The “late Arthur Szyk’s superbly 
designed Hagada, which was edited by 
Mr. Cecil Roth and published in, 1941 
by the Beaconsfield Press at 100 jorenee 
a copy, was called the King’s Hagada 
because the first copy was presented to 
the late King George VI and dedicated 
to him, The dedication read: “ At the 
feet of your most gracious Majesty I 
humbly Jay the work of my hands, set- 
ting forth the afflictions of my people 
Israel.” The late Chief Rabbi, r. 
Joseph Hertz, recounted that His 
Majesty kept the Hagada on his desk 
for many months and showed it with 
great interest to callers. When the 
Hagada illustrations were exhibited in 
1939 at the Brook Street Art Gallery, 
Queen Mary spent a considerable time 
studying them, She bought one of Mr. 
Szyk’s works. “St. George and the 
Dragon,” for her .Marlborough House 
collection. 

FAMILY DISTINCTION

For his period of national service, 
he served in East Africa and organised 
what he terms “ jungle concert parties.” 
It was only after his demobilisation that 
his talent for song writing was discovered 
and he obtained his present post with one 
of the leading music publishers. Leslie 
wniies Jewish songs around modern 
ihemes, and has written the “ Yiddisher 
Square Dance,”’ the * Yiddisher 
Calypso,” and several other numbers. In 
a recent. performance of ‘* Cinderella ” 
(held in aid of the J.N.F.), Derek Roy 
sang one of his songs “ They Laughed at 
the Simcha.” He has written songs for 
many stars including Pat Kirkwood. Joe 
Loss, Alfred Marks, the Tanner Sisters. 
and others.. Like many other successful 
song writers, he cannot read a note of 
music or play an instrument.

The 100 Pears Aao

JewisH CHRONICLE of Shevat 23, 5612— 
February 13, 1852:

They retained 
possession of the keys in order to con- 
vert the book. cases into cupboards 
for their viands,

IN ENGLAND 


New Facts Disclosed 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


In his address on “New Facts on 
Menasseh ben Israel and the Resettle- 
ment,” to a meeting of the Jewish His- 
torical Society of England, held in the 
Stern Hall, 33, Seymour Place, W., last 
week, Mr. Cecil Roth referred to “ An 
Apology for the Most Honourable 
Nation of the Jews,” which he described 
as one of the most important works in 
the history of the Resettlement. It was 
thought to have been written by Eduard 
Nicholas, and ‘demonstrated that the 
Jews were the chosen people of God, 
that they exemplified noble living in the 
world, and that England owed it to her- 
self to reintroduce them to the country 
by way of atonement for maltreating 
them in the Middle Ages. 

The speaker argued that it was pos- 
sible that Menasseh ben Israel was the 
author of that book and that he really 
began his campaign for the resettlement 
of the Jews in England nearly ten years 
before the date usually given. 

A detailed examination of the sub- 
ject, he continued, disclosed that the 
community was organised in the mid- 
summer, probably at. the end of June or 
the beginning of July, 1656. This was 
clearly the real date of the foundation 
of the Kehal Kadosh Shaar Hashamayim. 
At the foundation of the congregation 
the first Haham of. the Spanish and 
Portuguese Community in London was, 
almost. without doubt, Menasseh ben 
Israel himself. 


Tercentenary of Anglo-Jewry 


The Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, President. of 
the Jewish Board of Deputies, speaking 
of the tercentenary of the Anglo-Jewish 
which Mr.. Roth had stated 
would be celebrated in four years’ time, 
said that he had been considering bring- 
ing this event to the notice of the Board 
at the close of the present session. It 
was an event, he said, which. ought to 
be worthily commemorated by the com- 
munity. Organisations representing the 
community as a whole or sections of it 
should take the initial steps to ensure 
that that. historical year was adequately 
celebrated not only as a tribute to this 
country, in which the Jewish people had 
enjoyed a degree of freedom quite excep- 
tional for the greater part of the 300 
years, but also as something. of a per- 
manent value which would issue from it. 

Mr. Bertram B, Benas, J.P., the Presi- 
dent, who was in the chair, expressed the 
hope that all sections of the community 
would co-operate to make the tercen- 
tenary celebrations a success

NEW LONDON SCHOOL 
PROPOSED 


Dr. Morris's Statement

The revival of the wartime project for 
the establishment of a Central Jewish 
High School for London was announced 
by Dr. Nathan Morris, Director of the 
Jewish Agency Department ‘for Educa- 
tion and Culture in the Diaspora, at a 
press conference held at 77, Great Rus- 
sell Street, W.C., on Tuesday. me Ss 
Levenberg presided. Dr. Morris passed 
through London on his way from Jeru- 
salem to the United States. 

Dr. Morris said that the movement 
for the setting up of Jewish day schools 
had made great progress in the United 
States, Canada, and Brazil, and was now 
rapidly developing in Australia, 

Speaking on the work. of the. Depart- 
ment, Dr. Morris stated that they already 
had branches in London, Paris, and 
Johannesburg: a new branch would 
shortly be established in Australia. — In 
Buenos Aires, he added, an: Institute for 
Israeli Culture for the Latin-American 
continent was now being formed-as a 
joint effort of the local Jewish com- 
munities, the Israeli Legation, and the 
Department. 

‘Schools in Australia 

Mr. Ben-Zion. Patkin, a member of

bourne, which had been started in. 1948 
with 140 pupils, would soon have 1,200 
pupils.

THROUGH NEGEV 


Alternative to Suez 
Suggested

Support for Dr. Weizmann’'s proposal 
that a canal should be constructed 
through the Negev as an alternative to 
the Suez Canal was expressed in the 
Commons last week by Mr. Grorce 
WicG (Lab., Dudicy).

ANGLO-SAXONS IN 
ISRAEL 


By SINAI LEICHTER 


JERUSALEM 
F A. D. Gordon, the great puritan 
and the ideological father of the 
kvutza, were alive to-day, he might 
pay a visit to one of the settlements 
in which the Anglo-Saxon spirit pre- 
vails, He would probably exclaim, 
with astonishment: ‘What has 
become of it all? Instead of wearing 
a sack, as I did, these chalutzim dress 
in coloured shirts, in fancy jackets: 


and the girls—what an outrage!—use 


lipstick and put ribbons in their hair. 
In their spare time, instead of taking 
part in heated discussions on the 
salvation of mankind, as we did, they 
play softball. It is true they still 


dance the hora, but they have added 


the jitterbug!” 


But Gordon is dead and so are some 
aspects of his version of pioneering. in 
Eretz Yisrael. These aspects, fortu- 
nately, concern only the outward chardac- 
teristics of the modern. chalutz; his 
inward nature remains basically un- 


_ changed. 


Since the times of Gordon and’ the 
first communal! settlements in Dganiya, 
Kinneret, and Merhaviya it has been a 
common practice of the settlers to make 
a virtue out of necessity. As they could 
not afford to keep private households, 
because conditions were extremely hard, 
they made it part of an unassailable 
ideology to keep all children together 
in one house, to eai-in one dining-hal] 
and to give up the idea of a home. 
Because most of the women had to 
engage in agricultural and other work, 
many of the old ideas regarding family 
life were affected. They called this a 
* re-evaluation of values.” . They made 


it a practice to do everything the hard - 


way, while self-denial became an_ ideal 
in. itself. 


New Way of Life 


No wonder, then. that the majority of 
chaluizim from. the Western hemisphere 
—Brivtain, South Africa, and Australia— 
‘steeped in the ‘traditions of common 
sense and, im _ general, averse from 
ideologies (though no less idealistic 
than their Eastern Europe predecessors), 
found it difficult, if not impossible, to 
adjust themselves to the way of life of 
the Kyutza or the kibbuiz. 

In’ recent years. attempts have been 
made to adjust the forms of life in. the 
collective and co-operative settlements to 
the mentality and habits of the settlers. 
Young Anglo-Saxon Jews argued that 
what was essential for the development 
of the country was a strong and produc- 
tive agricultural . population. They 
admitted. that group. settlement on 
co-operative lines was necessary, but 
maintained that the private life of the 


individual settler was his, or her, own 


business. 
Fer years the communal dining-room 
and the communal shower-room have 


| been considered one of the mainstays of 
kibbutz. ideology. 


It was argued that 
private households were both undesirable 
from the: social standpoint. and ‘incon- 
ceivable from the economic point of 
view. For the women, like the men, 


_had to do a good day's work for the 


benefit of the community. Most Anglo- 
Saxon settlers did not like the idea, nor, 
to be quite frank, did many of. the 
Eastern European settlers. It has, how- 


ever, been found by a South African: 


settlement in the north of Israel that if 
the celebrated dining-hall is abolished 
and private kitchens. substituted, no loss 
or harm. is caused to the community. 


Incentive Needed 


The puritans may say that this practice 
undermines the very foundations of the 
kvutza, But what does it matier so long 
as it helps to keep the boys and girls on 
the land? It is of no consequence if 
the girls are dressed nicely, the boys 
play baseball, if mothers look after 
their own children, if the wife has the 
satisfaction of cooking for her own 
husband. Is it not sufficient that these 
boys and girls gave up their comfortable 
homes, luxuries, careers? 

At the 23rd Zionist Congress some 
American Zionist leaders said that con- 


ditions in Israel did not constitute an- 


incentive to American Jewish youth and, 
therefore, no mass movement of chalut- 
zim could be expecied in the near future. 


However, as a result of the efforts of © 


Enghsh-speaking settlers, conditions are 
changing, and Israel may. look. forward 
tO an ever-increasing number of chalut- 
zim from America. 

If chalutzim from the Anglo-Saxon 
countries are to be induced to settle on 
the land in. Israel, a new approach must 
be made to the forms of everyday life 
in the co-operative villages. Rather 
than lose the chalutzim from the Anglo- 
Saxon world, a fresh start should be made 
in the educational field. For, unlike the 
majority of the early settlers who had 
no alternative and no other country to 

to, most of these people have com- 
ortable homes and parents abroad who 
would help them to embark on other 
careers. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


PIOUS JEW 


N all ages piety has been esteemed © 
as one of the most precious quali- 


ties of civilised man. Yet piety has 
been and still is very commonly des- 
pised or ridiculed as abnormal. It has 


been supposed to be associated with 


religious fanaticism, and, often enough 


too, with hypocrisy. 


There are still pious men and women 
in our midst, and they are to be found 
among Jews of all sections, as they are 
among Christians and those of other 
faiths. For the Jew piety is at once 
easier and harder than for others: it 
is easier because the Jew does not des- 
pise the world or separate himself from 
it. Piety is harder for him, because the 
natural pull of the worldly life 1s 
‘always against piety. 

The basis of true piety is, of course, 
unwavering faith in the mercy and 
guidance of God. It is shown in 
devotion and reverence and the desire 
to serve, in humility and in patience ; 


but piety itself is an attitude towards — 


God and man and the world. At its 
best. the Jewish way is to see God 
working in human life, and the Jewish 
command is to listen to the voice of 
God. True piety is * faith translated 
into life.” | 

T is compatible with widely different 

characters, and can fit in with almost 


‘any occupation. But it is completely 


incompatible with selfishness and self- 
glorification. It springs from purity 
of heart. It certainly does not: arise 


out of intellectual acuteness or power. 


To be pious does not necessarily mean 
to be learned or wise, though, particu- 
larly for the Jew, the truly pious can 
never be boorish or ignorant. 

Piety requires mastery over oneself 
because the pious man feels he is an 
instrument of God, that he lives to 
carry out God's will as he conceives 
it, and that he can do this only by 
much. self-denial and eager sacrifice. 

Such péople can be found, even to- 
day, among ordinary folk, among the 
clerks and the housewives, the 
students, the engine-drivers, the shop 
assistants, the directors of business 
firms, the humble and the great.’ True, 
there are qualities, very simple quali-. 


‘ties. that unite them all, and not the 


least of these is patience. The pious 
man or woman is content to work and 
to wait for the fulfilment of God's 
purposes. He is not irritated at the 
awful weaknesses of men, at their 
greed and ineffectiveness, their coward- 


ice, and their striving after vanity. 


He is keenly alive to the pain and 
suffering and tragedy around him. But 
he has, and he gives to others, the 


Strength to rise above grief and 


despair. 


The pious Jew accepts the glorious . 


teaching of his faith: that this life is 
a place of great opportunities ; and 
having done his utmost to make a holy 
use of them, he stands still, as Moses 


told the Israelites to do at the Red 


Sea, and:awaits the salvation of God. 


OST of us ordinary people are 
inclined to disregard all indica- 


tions of the presence of God in human | 


life. The pious man knows that all

KOSHER SCHOOL MEALS

They 
knew that they were serving only a small 
proportion .of Jewish children and would 
have liked to extend their activities, but 
they could not incur further liabilities. 

He described as disgraceful.’ the 
support which they had received from the 
community for the perfornvance which it 
had been decided to hold—an all-star 
concert at the Saville Theatre, on Sunday, 
February 24. In spite of all their efforts 
the majority of the tickets still remained 
unsold. 

Mr. S. Stark said that if the concert 
proved a failure, the Kosher © Schoo! 
Meals Service would definitely have to 
close, because they were heavily over- 
drawn.

Sharp criticism of the Agudas Israc!

week by the London office of the Jewish 
Agency, 

It would have been an act of elemen- 
lary fairness and good will, the Jewish 
Agency statement said, if the Agudas 
Israel, which benefits from Agency 
funds. had co-ordinated the timing of 
its appeal with the J.P.A._ Instead. the 
Agudas Israel chose to come out with 
the appeal at the same time when the

The Aguda, the statement added. was 


ignoring the fact that the Joint Palestine 
Appeal campaign was being opened by 
the Foreign Secretary of the Israeli 
Government, on which the Agudas Israc!

PLIGHT OF JEWS IN 
TUNISIA 


Lack of Qualified Teachers 


From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 

The position of Tunisian Jewry is being 
watched carefully here. There is a steady 
stream of immigrants from Tunisia and, 
if necessary, the movement will 
accelerated. 

The Jewish community in Tunisia is 
well organised and fairly prosperous, 
according to Dr. J. Vainstein, Director of 
the Jewish Agency's Department for 
Torah Education, who has just returned 
from a visit to that country. 

The community in Tunis has two day 
schools, catering for about 1.000 pupils: 
another 2,000 attend the Alliance schools 
and receive about four hour's tuition 
weekly in Hebrew. About 6,000 children 
attend State schools, receiving little, if 
any, Jewish education. The leaders of the 
community plan to establish another 
Jewish day school. But the lack of quali- 
fied teachers is a great handicap. 

In Southern Tunisia, where the Jews 
live in scattered villages (and where a 
Jew was recently murdered), the situation 
is causing some concern. The Jewish 
Agency is trying to speed up emigration 
to Israel from that area. 

Dr. Vainstein also visited the island of 
Djerba where there is a Jewish community 
of some 3,500 persons, with. little out- 
wardly to distinguish them from their 
Arab neighbours. They live in two vil- 
lages, Chara Kabuera and Chara Zeira, 
and wear black bands on their feet-—in 
memory of the destruction of the Temple. 
Most of the 9 speak Hebrew and are 
learned. They have three Hebrew print- 
ing presses for the printing of Gemarot, 
Bibles, Responsa, and other works. A 
short distance from. the villages is an 
ancient synagogue, Al Gharib,’ which, 
according to the villagers, was built with 
stones from the Temple.

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ARGENTINE JEWRY 
Danger of Assimilation 


From our Correspondent 


BuENOS AIRES 
Argentina's 360,000 Jews are stil] 
feeling the effects of the pro-German 
policy pursued by General Farrell's 
military Government here during the 
Second World War. 


It will be recalled that Argentina 
entered the war on the side of the Allies 
only a fortmight before hostilities ceased. 
Unul then Buenos Aires was an impor- 
tant centre for German. spies, many of 
whom were brought to Mar del Plata and 
other Argentine ports in German sub- 
marines. So efficient were these agenis 
that, in 1941, 70 per cent of eastbound 
Allied ships in the Atlantic were sunk. 

The main task of these agents, how- 
ever, was to separate the Allies. Immedi- 
ately the United States entered the war. 
a tremendous anti-American propaganda 
campaign was -opened here. The Ger- 
man agents financed the small but 
influential Argentine nationalist group— 
many of whom held important positions. 
The nationalists printed antisemitic news- 
papers and pamphlets, and arranged 
bomb attacks on Jewish buildings and 
synagogues. Their efforts also led to 
Jewish immigration being restricted. At

A UNITED NATIONS DIAGNOSIS

Paris 

World civilisation was desperately, 
perhaps mortally, sick when the sixth 
United Nations General Assembly 
Opened here last November, At 
the close of the General Assembly, 
the patient is still desperately. perhaps 
mortally, sick, 

On a_ fantastic scale, this Genera! 
Assembly was rather like a medical con- 
Sultation attended by 2.000 U.N. dele- 
gates from 60 countries in the réle of 


physicians ; “supported by 3,000 U.N. 
officials acting as murses:. with 2.000 


journalists madly racing to break ‘to: the 
world—ihe anxious patient—the news of 


what such specialisis as Acheson, 
Vishinsky, Eden, Schuman, ihe 


rest. were saying and doing 

It was unfortunate that the would-be 
healers spent more time insulting. than 
consulting with each other; but u was 
undersiandable. For at this remarkable 
gathering each medical practitioner was 
concerned less with the well-being of the 
body politic as a ‘whole than. with the 
immediate interests of the 
limb or organ whose accredited repre- 
sentative he was. So it came to pass 
that the Right half of the body. as it 
were, said to the Left half: “ The cancer 
that is killing us is located on your side. 


That's where we must operate.” “ Not 
at all,”. replied the Left half. ‘“ The 


cancer is in your flesh. That's where 
we should operate.” 

Finally, unable. to agree any 
radical course of treatment. the General 
Assembly broke up in the expectation of 
Meeting again next autumn, 


Problem of Germany 
All the major international problems 


were left unresolved. Universal  dis- 
armameni—by common consent indis- 
pensable to, the preservation af the 


human species—was. declared a fit sub- 
ject for study by a special commission 
even while feverish rearmament 
tinues unchecked and while final arrange- 
ments are made for the remulitarisation 
of Western Germany. Several -resolu- 
doomed from the outset. to be 
nothing but a dead letter, were adopted 
with imposing majorities.. One of -ihese 
related to the possibility of holding free 
democratic. elections in all zones of Ger- 
many. Israel raised a. solitary voice of 
warning against the perils of premature 
restoration of sovereignty to. an 
unregenerate Germany. but at the same 
time the Jewish State found iiself com- 
pelled to prepare to negotiate wih the 
murderers of 6,000,000 Jews for material 
reparations, 
elaborating a Covenant to enfotce the 
implementation of Human Rights was 
deferred to the next session. 

Such were the negative results of 92 
days ‘of oratory, .many milhons of 
well-chosen words. [t -would.. however, 
be unwise, in fact dangerously. ire:spon- 
sible. to overlook the positive aspects of 
the United Nations performance.

Declaration of Human 
Rights, often invoked by disputants on 
diametrically opposed grounds and on 
behalf of flagrantly unjust causes. Were 
these mouthings not the beginnings of a 
new world religion, to which all are 
ready to pay lip-service: by which few 
are willing to abide: and in the name 
of which merciless deeds may be done ? 
Be that as it may, so long as the Charter 
and Human Rights are thus worshipped, 
even hypocritically, hope of a better 
fuiure remains: whereas all is lost when 
morality is unashamedly, publicly derided, 
as it was not so long ago. for instance, 
in Nazi Germany. 7 

Most important of all. the General 
Assembly upheld the ideal—inhereni in 
the organisation’s very title, the United 
Nations—that humanity is one and 
indivisible. Thus countries that are 
friendly, hostile, or indifferent. to each 
Other sat together and discussed affairs 
that were of intimate, remote, or no 
concern to them. 


Arabs’ Ambition 


Confronted with the Arab = States, 
Israel. was afforded an invaluable oppor- 
tunity of. diagnosing the Arab heart and 
mind. After the. Palestine debate in the 
U.N. Ad Hoe Political Commiittee, there 
can be no two opinions in. the matter. 


The Arab leaders are imbued with an~- 


absolute, unqualified determination to 
uproot and destroy the Jewish State—if 
they can! At present they are busy else- 
where, Struggling to become their own 
masters ina vast belt of land stretching 
from the Atlantic to the Indian Ocean. 
They are biding their time. 
that they need to be. better organised 
before they can attack .openly.” The 
Arab feudal. lords consider that Israel 
in the Arab world is like a speck of grit 
in the eve—a speck which must be 
removed if its inflammation is not to 
spread. They will go. on regarding the 
progressive Jewish Siate as a deadly 
irritamt for so long as the -Arab- world 
remains. a stagnant backwater of social 
injustice—-and that may be for a very 
long while indeed. 

Aithough the’ four greatest Powers— 
the United States, Soviet Russia; Britain, 
and France--voted in. a manner favour- 
able to Israel, the. pathetic. smaliness and, 
above all, the uniqueness of the Jewish 
State—uniqueness in respect of history. 
rehigion. and all. other material and 


spiritual. fundamentals—-muilitate against 
Israel. If the Great Powers . should 


come to an amicable settlement with the 
Arab world, then Israc! might well have 
to rely wholly upon its own sirength and 
that of world Jewry for survival. That 
is one of the lessons of the sixth U.N. 
General. Assembly.. It should be taken 
seriously to heart. 


4,500 ANTWERP DIAMOND 
WORKERS UNEMPLOYED

About 4.800 workers in the Antwerp 
diamend. industry,-many of them Jews, 
are unemployed because rough diamonds 
are being smuggled from Belgium to 
Germany. where they are being cut and 
polished by local firms.

And as her 
name is uttered, we shall recall that 
ELIZABETH is derived from the Hebrew 
ELISHEBA (who is known to us in the Old 
Testament as the wife of AARON), an appo- 
site and beautiful name which may be 
rendered “ Dedicated to God.” 


The Jewish community is particularly 
conscious of how our Constitutional 
Monarchy exerts from generation to genera- 
tion its beneficent influence upon the con- 
tinuing development of British traditions. 
In the reign of QuEEN VictorIA British 
Jewry achieved full emancipation. It is not 
forgotten that from that great Queen are 
descended both QureN ELIZABETH and her 
honoured Consort, the DUKE OF EDINBURGH.

THE LIBEL BILL 


THE introduction by Mr. HAROLD LEVER of 
his Defamation (Amendment) Bill, which has 


now received a second reading, serves to: 


stress two important points, the latter of 
which is of special communal interest. As 
drawn, the Bill embodies the major recom- 
-mendations of the Porter Committee, and if, 
as seems likely alter careful examination in 
Committee, it becomes law, a resounding 
blow will have been struck for freedom of 
speech, particularly of the press, and the 
odious gold-digging actions that were the 
bane of newspapers in the past will largely 
disappear. 

It has, unfortunately, not been possible 
in this Bill, which is largely in principle an 
agreed measure, to embody any provision 
dealing with group defamation. Experience 
has shown that the law of seditious bel and 


the common law as to breach of the peace 


are not weapons apt for use by a defamed 
group. The fact that it may be difficult to 
frame an appropriate clause cannot be 
unsurmountable. 
sent by the Board of Deputies to give 
evidence before the Porter Committee. in 
1947 produced a draft which, if the principle 
had been accepted, would have been an 
admirable jumping-off point. It is, of course, 
necessary to add that there are certain tech- 


- nical matters, such as the plea of justifica- 


tion by a defendant, which would require 
most careful consideration inasmuch = as 
protection, unless it be full. protection, may 
prove a remedy worse than the disease. 

The matter of group defamation is not 
solely a Jewish problem. It merely happens 
that events of recent years, all too sadly 
fresh in-our memories, have served to seem 
to. make it such. Recognition of the 
existence of this problem has moved Legisla- 
tures. elsewhere—for example, in the United 
States, Canada, and Holland—to enact legis- 
lation dealing with it. The existence of such 
a law might well act as a deterrent. 

The problem is not a simple one. Mr. 
Justice BirkeTT (as he then was) was quick 
to point out to the Jewish deputation, as 
did the then Mr. SLADE, some of the apparent 
and obvious difficulties. . Indeed, the former 
suggested that the trend of English political 
history was against such legislation. Be that 
as it may, the Jewish community of this and 
other countries has suffered more than any- 
one outside their ranks can readily appreciate 
from campaigns of vilification and provoca- 
tion. It is in the highest degree natural and 
inevitable that they should, living in an 
ordered community under a rule of law, look 
to that law for their defence and protection. 
It is as well that during the debate on the 
second reading this aspect was more than 
once underlined and thereby kept as a live 
issue.

REPARATIONS “PRESIDIUM” 


THe demand for reparations from 
Germany on account of the enormous 
crimes which they wantonly committed 
against Jews has been a live issue for more 
than a year—ever since the Government of 


Israel formally lodged its claim with the 
four Occupying Powers. 


A further stage 
was reached during the autumn through 
Dr. ADENAUER’S statement and the conven- 
ing in New York of a conference of 
representatives of leading Jewish organisa- 
tions, including the Board of Deputies 
and the Anglo-Jewish Association, through 
which it is hoped tc maintain a com- 
mon Jewish front. As we reported last 
week, the Executive Committee of this con- 
ference has set up a five-man presidium in 
which far-reaching powers of negotiation 
with the Germans have been vested, but 
it will have been noted with some misgiving 
that this directing body, through its all- 
American composition, fails to reflect the 
representative character of the conference 
as a whole. It is not as if the presidium 
had been selected. by personal nomination 
and de facto its membership had turned out 
to be exclusively of one nationality. In 
fact, the members are the Presidents of five 
American Jewish organisations. Complaint 
may be made not by British Jews alone ; 


the position, for example, of French Jewry » 


and of the Council for the Protection of the 
Rights of Jews from Germany deserves to 
be remembered. Our community threw all 
its resources—more limited, it must be 


admitted, than those of American Jewry— 


into the bitter struggle to succour the 
victims of the. Nazi onslaught, and the 
British Government will’continue to take an 


effective share in the moulding of Allied. 


policy on reparations and cognate questions. 
The Jewish case will only be weakened if it 
appears to be presented on the basis of a 


monopoly by any single community. In 


determining the causes of the present unfor- 


-tunate situation, the lack of unity and of 
-application 


shown by the. Anglo-Jewish 
bodies must not be left out of account. 
They have sent various representatives to 
the preliminary conferences, but the repre- 
sentation has not been continuous and 
incessant. This does not mean, however, 
that Anglo-Jewry may be written off. _The 
matter 1s too important for that, and there 
‘must be an insistence, before it is too late, by 
the Anglo-Jewish bodies concerned on their 
right not to be dismissed as of little or no 


account, 


MORE THAN URGENT 


THERE are large numbers among our 
community who are genuinely concerned 
about the kashrut of their meals, and the 
high proportion of Jewish families who 
are registered at kasher butchers is one 
proof. of it.. This concern naturally extends 
to the meals which their children may obtain 
during school hours, and there are many 
Jewish scholars who, living too far from 
school to get home and back comfortably 
at lunch-time, still take sandwiches because 
of religious scruples. Their non-Jewish 
schoolmates have the advantage of the hot 
meals provided at the school canteens. For 
these reasons, wherever there is a fair aggre- 
gate of Jewish schoolchildren, the Kosher 
School Meals Service has been estab- 
lished, through which hot meals prepared in 
accordance with the dietary laws are pro- 
vided in centres handy for the pupils fro 
various schools. But it is embarrassing an 


_ Shameful to record that the very community | 


which wanted these facilities is either too 
lax or too indifferent to pay for them. A 
report on page 10 indicates how near the 
Kosher School Meals Service is to closing 
down through lack of financial support. 
Even an all-star concert arranged for Sunday 
evening, February 24, where patrons are 
promised something for their money, is 
threatened with proceeding at a loss. The 
word “urgent” in these circumstances is an 
understatement. If the Orthodox com- 
Orthodox institutions and 
amenities, they must obviously be prepared 
to support them. If they do not, they run a 
number of risks; the least being that of 
publishing to the world around them that 
they lack faith in themselves and their own 
beliefs. Should the Kosher School Meals 
Service close down, this paper will—if 
precedent is any guide—be bombarded with 
indignant letters of protest. It will be 
much simpler, and will save us and everyone 
else much trouble, if pens are used instead 
to make out remittances which will enable 
the service to continue successfully.

HEBREW ENCYCLOPEDIA 


Haentziklopedia Haivrith [Encyclopedia

The third volume of the Hebrew Encyclo- 
pedia is a fair companion to the first two 
volumes, matching them jn the wealth and 
variety of information. The subjects included 
in this volume range over Arabic astronomica} 
terms, Eldorado, Renaissance architects and 
engravers, alchemy, German dramatists of the 
eighteenth century, ex-libris, outlandish geo- 
graphical localities, and a long row of 
personalities whose names happen to begin with 
the letters aleph lamed. Considerable space is 
given to art and short biographies of artists— 
an indication of one strong interest among the 
citizens of Israel, 

A great number of subjects in this volume are 


-expounded: in concise but comprehensive mono- 


graphs, as, for example, “ Embryology ” and the 
‘* United Nations ’—the latter an excellent account 
of the organisation and functions of this inter- 
national body. The pride of place among these . 
monographs is occupied by the item “ God,” which 
extends for over 40 double-columned pages. This 
is, as far as the reviewer 1s aware, the first attempt 
to treat this subject exhaustively in Hebrew, and 
it suggests the idea that the editors of the encylo- 
pedia would benefit the public by issuing this item 
as a separate and independent publication. Slightly 
less satisfactory is the monograph on “ Peasantry,”’ 
in which the description of the agrarian conditions 
in various European countries follows a. not readily 


_ recognisable pattern, and in which New Zealand 


is omitted. The item on “ Alcoholism ~ might 
have been more informative if the reader had 
been. given more comprehensive ' statistical data, 
On the other hand, the exhaustive section on the 
demographic trend among European Jewry included 
in the item “ Europe a most interesting mono- 
graph in itself—is very well supplied with informa- 
tion. and ables, 
Comprehensive Information 

The. scientific items in this volume, excellently 
written (the exactitude and simplicity of modern 
Hebrew are truly remarkable here) and containing 
up-to-date information, show up the vagueness and- 
lack of ‘orientation in the exposition of philosophi- 
cal, literary, and historical subjects. There is no 
attempt at proper appreciation of authors, at. inter-.. 
pretation of enigmatic and contradictory historical! 
figures like, for example, the Emperor Alexander |, 
wr at a real explanation of philosophical systems 
What can be achieved in this field 1s shown, how- 
ever, by the exceptional item *’ Existentialism,” 
which is.a masterly description of this recent 
philosophical movement, 

The print of this: volume is very clear and 
pleasant, but there are still a few misprints (Ipswich, 
and not. Ipswitch, is in Suffolk, and not in Saffolk), 
and the bibliography in some items: is not up. to 
date. The photographic reproductions are, on the 
whole, very well selected and well printed, except 
in a few isalated items like “‘Peasantry”’ and 
“United Nations’; and perhaps choice might have 
been made of a work less difficult to reproduce in 
colour than. Matisse’s Nice.”’ which adorns: the 
beginning of the text. | 

Such small defects are easily remedied: they do 
not detract from the value and importance of the 
Encyclopedia Hebraica, which is now, with its 
third volume, well on its way to becoming a monu- 
ment of modern Hebrew civilisation. 


_ HISTORICAL DESTINY 


Meaning in History. By 
University of Chicago. Press. 
Cambridge University Press, 30s.

The greater part of Dr. Loéwith’s book is taken 
up with an analysis of the attempts made by a 
number of writers—some 13 in all. from Orasius 
in the fitth century to Burckhardt in the nineteenth 
—to find a meaning in history, that is to say, an 
eschaton or consummation—not necessarily Divine 
——to which it is tending. He points out. that this 
whole idea was of an eschaton unknown to the 
thinkers of Greece and Rome, who conceived of! 
history as moving in cycles, and that it was. first 
propounded by the Hebrew prophets. He shows 
that Orosius and Augustine, for whom the second 
advent of Jesus was the clearly marked eschafon 
of human affairs, recognised indeed that there was 
such a thing as secular history but considered it as 
unworthy of attention; while this same eschaton 
faded more and more from the view of later 
thinkers in proportion as they became more 
absorbed in human history for its own sake. 

After his devastating criticism of Christian theo- 
logy, as applied to the interpretation of history, Dr. - 
Lowith points out (p. 194) that his strictures on 
it do not apply, at any rate in the same ‘degree, 
to Jewish theology: 

“There is only one very particular history—that of the

_ Jews—which as a political history can be interpreted strictly 


religiousiy fi.e., theologically]. ... The exceptional fact 
of the Jewish existence could warrant a strictly religious — 
understanding of political history, because only the Jews 
are a really historical people, constituted as such by 
religion, by the act of the Sinaitic revelation. Hence the 
Jewish people could and can indeed understand their 
national history ang destiny religiously, as a religious- 
political unity.” 
And again (p. 195): 

“ The historical destiny of Christian peoples is no 
subject of a specifically Christian interpretation of political 
history, while the destiny of the Jews is a possible subject 
of a specifically Jewish interpretation.”’ 


One key to such an interpretation is provided by 
the rabbinic saying: “ All the prophets prophesied 
only for the days of the Messiah, but as for the 
Future World, “No eye has seen, O God, save 
Thine.” Whether the Jews are any longer able 


to use that key is another matter.

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SEFARDIC TALE | 


Efrain de Atenas. By Maximo Jose 
KAHN. Buenos Aires: Santiago Rueda. 


Francisco Paparos, the richest Jew in 
Greece, who lives in Athens, proudly. 


traces his origin to the first Jewish 
settlers on the shores of Hellas. He looks 
with contempt upon the Sefardim, the 
children of the Spanish exiles, whom he 
considers as alien to the native soil of 
Greece. Due to his foster-mother’s 
upbringing, he has hardly any connection 
with Judaism, although his father is an 
outstanding Jewish scholar. Nevertheless, 
he marries a poor Sefardi girl from 
Salonika, many years his junior, in order 
to show that he is not entirely unaware 
of his Jewish origin. The son who is 
born of this union, Efrain, comes 
indirectly under the influence of his 
paternal grandfather. In studying the 
works of the great rabbis, he becomes 
thoroughly imbued with rabbinic thought. 
He is. claimed. as a prodigy by Jewish 
circles in Paris, where he has fled on 
finding that there is nothing to bind him 
to his father’s home, except the tender- 
ness, the beauty, and the resignation of 
his mother. 

- The mighty house of Paparos collapses 
just before the last war, and old Francisco 
Paparos, though still retaining his 
dignity, becomes a seller of old clothing, 
the traditional trade of the displaced 
masses of the Jewish race. The genius of 
Efrain: burns in him, at last breaking his 
weak physical frame, and in expounding 
the philosophy of Jewish history in 
general and of his family in particular, 


his soul returns to his Maker. 


In Salonika | 
It takes Mr. Kahn 568 pages to tell, this 
simple story, but this does not make:the 
book entirely ‘uninteresting. The author 
tries to make us see, not unsuccessfully, 
in the life of the Paparos family the 
reflection of Jewish history as a whole. 
There are many beautiful and poetic 


_ passages in the book, which are in them- 


selves worth reading, especially when the 
beautiful Leonor, the mother of. Efrain.

Mr. Kahn 
chooses the method of the classical Rus- 
sian authors in giving long descriptions of 
the events and their psychological back- 
ground.

Mr. Kahn. however, has 
chosen to tell us an extraordinary story 
in the life of what used to be the placid 
and contented Jewish communities. in 
Greece, and he might have thought that 
an extraordinary and ‘unusual story 
requires an unusual method. 5, 


ANCIENT AND MODERN 


“Es gibt’ nichts Neues unter der 
Sonne,” by Zoltan. Berkovits (Lausanne, 
Switzerland), discusses the parallels in 
Biblical and Talmudic literature with the 
ideas ahd inventions of _modern times. 
Many of these applications of Kohelet’s 
apophthegm have reference to the eternal 
validity of the truths: of the moral law. 
Again, the lessons of Jewish history 
reveal an. Amalek who is the perpetua! 
antisemitism. Other 
parallels in. this. interesting compilation 
are more ingenious, as in the “* thermos- 
flask "’ for preserving the. manna (Exodus 
xvi, 33); or in the “ escalator” that 
Midrashic legend attached to Solomon’s 
throne; or-in the alleged ** aeronautical ”’ 
exploits of King Solomon and Alexander 
the Great. So this booklet finds. antici- 
pations of almost every modern inven- 
tion, from. telephones to gramophones, 
and from automobiles to submarines. As 
tor radio, Talmud .Yoma 21 is quoted: 
* A voice that goes from one end of the 
earth to the other... the sound of 
Ridya.”’

BANKING SYSTEM 


The British Banking Mechanism. By 
W. MANNING DAceEy. ‘Hutchinson's 
University Library 8s. 6d. 


The author has undertaken the diff- 
cult task of seeking to explain to the 
student or intelligent layman the working 
of our financial system as it has existed 
since 1931. He has covered 20 eventful 


years which have included a world trade — 


depression, the efforts at economic 
recovery and the beginnings. of cheap 
money, a world war, and the post-war 
excursions into controlled economy and 
ultra-cheap money. War financing and the 
development of a Government-controlied 
ultra-cheap money policy have under- 
mined the traditional monetary authority 
of the Bank of England. The Govern- 
ment is now the chief borrower from 
the banking system and this must make 
even a gradual move towards more 
flexibility and freer working of the 
monetary mechanism an intricate pro- 
cess.

THE MELLAH OF MOROCCO 


By MAURICE EDELMAN, M.P. 


HE Mellah of Marrakesh is a 

sad place. A hundred paces 

away in the gardens of the Bahia 
the banana trees are fat with their 
ripening fruit, and the mimosa trails 
its delicate scent over the lonely court- 
yard where once the Grand Vizier 
kept his two hundred and fifty wives. 
But the Mellah, the Jewish Ghetto, 
has no foliage, ne flowers; the sun 
has to struggle between the high tene- 
ments, whose inhabitants could extend 
a handshake across their alleys, if 
they had the inclination and were not 
weary. The Mellah is an unfriendly, 
fearful place. It reminds you of its 
Origin as the salting site on which 
the Jewish community once had the 


degrading privilege of pickling the 


heads of the Sultan’s victims. [Milh 
is the Arabic for salt.] 


Ancient Community 


The Jewish community of Morocco 
is almost as old as the Christian era : 
it is known to have existed in 70 C.E. 
But until the French Protectorate of 


1912 its members were denied every 


human right. Less than fifty years 


-ago Jews were compelled always to 


pass to the left of the Moors, to walk 
barefoot when they left the Mellah 
for the Medina, and restricted to 
private houses in the exercise of their 
religion. Humiltated and harassed 
under the old Sultanate, they have not 
been without their difficulties even 
under. French protection. Vichy 
pinned the yellow badge on them. In 
1948, after the Arab war, the Jewish 
community of Dyjerada, defenceless 
since Jews are not allowed to carry 


arms, was attacked, and forty-three of 


its members murdered. 

No. wonder, then, that, despite the 
Sultan’s outlawry of Zionism, his Jews 
now move in a steady drift towards 
Israel, which not even a return: trickle 
of old Mellah-ites can stem. In the 
Mellahs you can still see a swarming 
throng of. old men in kaftans and 
black caps, old women with bright 
shawls over their heads, and children 


dressed more or less. in European 


clothes. But there are few young 
people. They have either moved out 
of the Mellah to Casablanca or 


slipped away to Israel. 
eyed, sick-looking shopkeeper showed 
me furtively but proudly a photograph 
of his. brother—-a cheerful, sunburnt 
soldier in the Israeli Army——with a 
drawing on the reverse side of Israeli 
troops charging into action, urged on 
by a Hebrew ancient with a torch. 
Israel is a land of escape from_ the 
spittle-strewn lanes of the Mellah into 
a world of dignity and freedom. 


A spaniel-— 


The overriding fact of the Jew’s life 
in Morocco is that, however much he 
“ evolves,” 
limitations of the Sovereign and the 
society to which he is subject. The 
Sultan is his monarch, whose absolute 
power is qualified only by the 
enlightenment of the French Protec- 
torate. Thus, to-day, thanks to the 
French. presence, the Jew may live 
outside the Mellah, wear European 
clothes, attend secondary and high 
schools, and engage in the professions 
and crafts. But he may not become 
a French citizen nor enter the Civil 
Service. He has a legacy of sickness 


he ts imprisoned by the. 


Since 1945, particularly, when the 
nightmare of a mass pogrom was 
lifted, the younger Jews of Morocco, 
with French help, have turned away 
from the East towards an. occidental 
way of life. whether expressed in 
Casablanca, Paris, or Tel Aviv. During 
the war the French administration, 
apart from a few eminent antisemites, 
“went slow” in applying the Vichy 
laws. This may account for the 
attachment of the Moroccan Jews—- 
over a quarter of a million in a total 
population of nine millions—to the 
Protecting Power. General Guillaume, 
the new Resident General, went out 


Group of aged Jews in the streets of the Mellah 


and poverty, expressed in the fact that 
35 per cent of Moroccan Jewish youth 


is suffering from some form. of disease, 
and. 35 per cent of the Jewish popula-. 


tion. is in need of relief. 

The Jewish dilemma in Morocco is 
accentuated by the fact that, thanks 
to the work of the Alliance Israélite 
and the Service de lInstruction Pub- 
lique au Maroc, the education of the 
Jews has 
opportunities for its use. In the past 
almost every Arab trader had a Jew, 
‘trained in one of the Alliance schools, 
as his agent. or manager. To-day, 
with the extension of Franco-Moslem 
schools, the invportance of the Jewish 
commercial aide has diminished. . In 
1945 there were 50,000. Moslem 
scholars. In 1950 there were 120,000. 
In 1945 there were 20,000 Jewish 
scholars, in 1950; 29,000.

At present the Jews have their own 
Rabbinical Courts for all matters 
affecting their personal status, with a 
High Court of Appeal at Rabat. The 
communrties, with their — legally 
elected and recognised Presidents, 
have their own authorised budgets, 
and they send six delegates to the 
Conseil du Gouvernement. This self- 
sufficient autonomy is well suited to 
a Class of second-rate citizens living 
in the enclosed life of the Mellah. = It 
is unsuited to the requirements of a 
modern State in which every citizen is 
entitled to feel that there is one law for 


all without discrimination of any kind. 


For the -time being there is an 
equipoise in Morocco between the 
demands of the Istiglal Nationalists 
and the refusals of the French Admini- 
The Nationalists want the 
French to go; the French do not want 
to go. The Nationalists) have the 
sympathy of the Sultan; the French 
have physical power, the support of 
their nominated Pashas and Caids, the 
friendship of the Berbers, and the 
vague recognition of large numbers of 
Moroccans: that they have 
substantial material benefits from. the 
French presence. For the time being 


‘the rebuff to the nationalists in Egypt 


has moderated the extreme expreés- 
sions of nationalism in Morocco. 


Transformation Scene 


But, dav by day, the Moroccan 
scene .is being: transformed: new 
proletariat is flocking from the ‘bled 
into the industrial. suburbs of Casa- 
blanca, Agadir, and Safi, France, 
like the other Powers involved in the 
Middle East, must find a formula for 
coexistence with the newly self- 
conscious -citizens she has helped to 
form educate. Otherwise, Arab 
and Berber may well be misied by 
the reactionary: and . obscurantist 
nationalism of Istiqial. 

The role of the Jew in Morocco 
must meanwhile be to welcome = the 
French participation in the building 
of the New Morocco, to seek; within 
the limits allowed him, to share in 


_that task, and to hope that one day 


Morocco may evolve into a. secular 
State with the Declaration of Human 
Rights as its foundation. It is the 
hard réle of patience, hope. and trust.

HE House of Commons’ has 
recently given an unopposed 


second reading to Mr. Harold 
Levers. Defamation . (Amendment) 
Bill, which amends the law of libel 
and slander and embodies the main 
recommendations of the Committee 
under Lord Porter which reported 
in 1948. 
While we can note with some pride 
and satisfaction that this Bill, a 
measure in the interests of free 
speech, has been. sponsored by a 


Jewish Member of Parliament, it is a- 


matter for regret that the opportunity 
has not been taken to fill that serious 
lacuna in our libel law: provisions 
relating to group defamation. 


Unacceptable Proposals 


Perhaps this was only to. be 
expected in view of the recommenda- 
tions of the Porter Committee. “ We 
find ourselves,” they said, “ unable to 
accept proposals which have been 
made-to us that the law of defama- 
tion should be extended to embrace 
false statements vilifying groups or 
classes of persons distinguishable by 
race. colour, creed, or vocation. ... 
In so far as abuses of these kinds 
call..for. cemedy,.we.do not consider 
that any appropriate remedy falls 
within the general scope of the law 
of defamation.” | 

A considerable body of evidence 


dealing with group defamation had 


been tendered to the Committee, of 
which the most widespread and 
deplorable examples at the date when 
the Committee began its sittings were 
directed against the Jews. The Board

LIBEL LAW REFORM | 


By Dr. ARON OWEN 


Gordon. Livérman, J.P... Mr. B. B. 
Lieberman, Mr. A. G. Brotman,-and 
Mr. Sidney Salomon. .The suggestion 
of the Board was for legislation 
somewhat on the following lines: 

lt shall be an offence punishable by 
imprisonment for any person to utter. or 
cause to ‘be uttered, or print or publish, 
or. cause to be printed or published, or 
distribute, or cause to be distributed, any 
statement or publication directed, or 


_ reasonably understood to be directed, 


against any body of persons within. the 
United Kingdom, distinguishable as 
such by race, creed, or: colour, which is 
calculated to bring the same into hatred, 
ridicule or contempt. A private person 
or organisation shall have the right to 
initiate proceedings provided that the 
fiat of the Attorney-General or the con- 
sent of the Director. of Public Prosecu- 
tions be obtained, 
Committee's Objections 

As was expected, the main. objec- 
tion made by the Committee was that 
such legislation might curtail free and 
frank-—albeit hot and hasty——political 
discussion and criticism. Both Mr. 
Justice Birkett and Mr. G. O. Slade, 
K.C. (as they then were), pointed out 
to the Board’s representati#@s the diffi- 
culties inherent in the suggested word- 
ing or any other wording for the 
proposed legislation. 

Mr. Slade (now Mr. Justice Slade) 
was most sympathetic. 
he remarked at the end of the 
evidence, “1 do not see why it [group 
defamation] should not be an offence. 
If anybody took it into his head, every 
time he used the word ‘ barrister, to 
add the words ‘ and therefore a rogue,’ 
if it were done once it might not 
be taken notice of, but if the intent 
is there, hatred or contempt, I do

not see. why it should not be stopped ; 
otherwise. by constantly making a 
gratuitous reference of that kind, like 
‘Taffy was a Welshman, Taffy was.a 
thief. it might have an effect in time.” 

However, in their conclusions 
Committee were agreed that no. sug- 
gestion had been made to them for 
altering the existing law which would 
avoid the prohibition of perfectly 
proper criticisms of particular groups 
or classes of persons. The law of 
seditious libel still existed as an ulti- 
mate sanction, and. they considered 
that the law as it stood afforded. as 
much protection as could safely. be 
given, 


Seditious Libel’s Drawback 


Unfortunately, as the Jewish com- 
munity knows to its cost, the law of 
seditious libel affords practically no 
protection. Indeed, the Committee 
itself recognised that “ prosecutions 
for seditious libel, save im the most 
flagrant cases, may easily present the 
appearance of political prosecutions, 
which the English tradition tends ‘to 
view with disfavour.” 

The outstanding example of this 
occurred just one year before the 
Porter Committee issued their report, 
Caunt, 
tried before Mr. Justice Birkett at the 
Liverpool Assizes on November 17, 
1947. Caunt was the editor of the 
MORECAMBE ADVERTISER, a paper 
with a circulation of 17,000 in a dis- 
trict of two towns with a population 
of 42,000, among whom there was not 
more than a minyan of Jews, if even 
that number. In an article which 
appeared shortly after the worst dis- 
turbances in Palestine, Caunt wrote, 


inter alia, (nat violence maybe the 
only way to bring them [British Jews] 
to a sense of their responsibility to 
the. country .in which they live.” 
Caunt was indicted; and until then 
there had not been a. prosecution of 
the editor of a newspaper for seditious 
libel for over 100 years. | 

The prosecution’s case was that the 
defendant intended to stir up violence, 
i.¢., disorder, by promoting feelings 
of ill-will between different classes. of 
His Majesty's subtects. Stress was 
laid throughout the trial, both by 
defence counsel and by the Judge. on 
the vital importance of upholding the 
right-of the press io free discussion. 
The were out .for thirteen 
minutes and returned a verdict of 
“ Not Guilty.” 

This case and its ensuinez publicity 
did more harm to the Jewish com- 
munity than Caunt’s origina) article, 
and many an ignorant or gullible 
reader of the datly press interpreted 
the jury's verdict as meaning a 
vindication of the truth of the atlega- 
trons contained in it. 


Leaving It to the Jury 


Professor E. C. S, Wade, Downing 
Professor of the Law of England at 
Cambridge, and, incidentally, a mem- 
ber of -the Porter Committee. said 
anent the Caunt case (Law Quarterly 
Review, Vol. 64, p. 203) that our law 
is strong enough to prevent incitement 
to violence and disorder, and that a 
charge of sedition should not be 
extended to mere abuse and invective ; 
and he thought that the decision 
showed the value of Fox's Libel Act, 
1792, in leaving the general issue to 
the jury. 

Such, then, being the present state 
of the law, 4 prosecution for seditious

libel is a charge rarely preferred, and 
not least because it is the most difficul: 
crime to prove to the satisfaction of 
a jury. The difficulties in altering the

publishing slanders or libels against a 
community.

Solomon Bennet published several 
Biblical works, but his wide learning and 
deep understanding of the Bible have not 
revealed themselves as much as in these

To the Editor of THe JewisH CHronicie 
From Mr. L. M. GLANCY, J.P. 


Sir.—Your editorial note of February 


-§ on recruitment of ministers will, no 


doubt; meet with the approval of the 
majority of your readers. Jo me it 1s 
very clear that an arrangement with the 
United Synagogue on the lines suggesied 
can only be to the advaniage of Jews 
College. 

But why stop at the United Synagogue? 
Have you overlooked the large provincial 
Jewish .communities of Birmingham, 
Leeds, Liverpool, Glasgow, Manchester, 
etc., who have in the past drawn exien- 
sively on Jews’ College for their spiritual 
leaders? As a former student of a 
yeshiva 1 am fully mindful of the great 
contribution in manpower made by the 
yeshivot of this country to the ministry. 
But they are not national institutions in 
the same sense as Jews’ College “h 

Surely. the provincial. communities 
would be willing and anxious to identify 
themselves with a joint committce on 
the lines set out in the Jews’ College 
resolution. A further point worthy of 
consideration is the part our Jewish 
communities in the Commonwealth should 
play in a vital’ matter of this nature. 
They, too, have derived great benciits 
from the College—to mention only a 
few examples: Rabbi Israc! Abrahams, 
Chief Rabbi of Cape Town, and the 
brothers Swift of Durban and Johannes- 
burg. Moreover, our own Chief Rabbi, 
Rabbi Brodie, ministered to the Mel- 
bourne Hebrew Congregation for many 
years. 

The centenary of Jews’ College takes 
place’ in 1955, and it-seems to me 
opportune that steps be taken now to 

mark the occasion by an appeal to the 
Jewish community of this and the Com- 


-monwealth countries for £250,000. (of

first smail group has now been

Six,—With reference to the report that 
the Austrian Government has decided to 
take over the administration of the 
Rothschild Hospital, | wish to point out 
that it was originally founded by the 


Viennese branch of the Rothschild family . 


in memory of Ansel and Salomon Roth- 
schild. It is many decades since it was 
rebuilt, enlarged, and turned into the 
most modern Jewish hospital in Europe 
at the time. Its administration was taken 


over by the Viennese Jewish community. 


It. was at this Hospital of the Jewish 
Community,” to give it #s proper name, 
that Jewish members of the = world- 
famous Viennese Medical Faculty had 
their clinics and buik uf a fine Jewish 
Medical School.- Among them were 
Professor Leopold Oser, and the surgeon 
Zuckerkandl, whose assistants, Drs. 
Lichtenstern, Bachrach, Schwarzwald, 
Zinner, Necker. etc., themselves became 
famous as urological surgeons. It was 
to the former Rothschild) Hospital that 
Jews and many non-Jewish patients from 
all~- parts of the . Austrian-Hunganan 
monarchy and many overseas countries 
came for major operations and medical 
treatment. 

Until the Nazi occupation prominent 
Jewish surgeons and speciahsts of all 
branches worked there. Many of them 
are still practising. including Professor 
Herbert Elias, Dr. Ernst B. Gold, of the 
Rockefeller Institute, as well as the 
former assistant to the leading otologist 
Professor. Heinrich. (Haschel) von WNeu- 
mann, Dr. Buchband, all of New. York: 
Professor Neumann's last assistant, Mr. 
Karl Ejisenger, who is in London, and 
many others.

Obituary | 
DR. B. TSCHLENOFF 


Our Paris Correspondent writes: 
death occurred in Geneva of Dr. 
Boris Tschlenoff, a life-long leader in the 
Ose Movement. 

Dr. H. Fajerman, Director of the 
World Ose Union Medical and Social 
Department, in a tribute to Dr. Tschle- 
noff, which he has paid in Paris, referred 
to him as “one of the greatest and 
saintliest Jewish social workers of our 
time.”” He was 87 years of age. 

Dr. Tschlenoff, who was born at 


Kremenchug, Ukraine, suffered persecu- 


tion at the hands of the Tsarist police 
for his political activities. He fled to 
Switzerland, where he completed his 
medical studies; but he returned tem- 
porarily to Russia in 1893 to fighi the 
cholera epidemic which had broken out 
there. Later he became a lecturer at 
Berne University, published a number of 
medical works, and took charge of 
various sanatoria. | 


In. 1924 Dr. Tschlenoff became Presi- 


dent of the World Union. Ose, a post 
which he held in an honorary capacity 
up to his death. During the last world 
war, despite his. advanced age, he suc- 
ceeded in organising an underground 
medical movement which smuggled med!- 
cal supplies into the ill-fated ghettoes of 
Hitler's Festung Europa. Shortly before 
his death Dr. Tschlenoff devised a 
scheme for the establishment of a _ net- 
work of T.B. detection and therapeutic 
clinics in Israel, which will shortly. be 
published and which World Union Ose 
hopes. to implement in the struggle 


against disease among new immigrants in 
the Jewish. State.

RELIGION IN U.S.S.R. 
Dr. Niemoller’s Report 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Dr. Martin Niemédller, the German 
Protestant Pastor who recently Visited 
Moscow on the invitation of the Russian 
Orthodox Church, spoke on the position 
of religion in Russia to-day to repre- 
sentatives of the Religious Weekly Press 
Group, at the St. Ermin’s Hotel, West- 
minster, last week. 

He went to Moscow, he said, with the 
sole purpose of findin ng out how 30 years 
of Bolshevism had a 
in Russia. Had the Church in the Sovies 
Union been made an instrument for 
Stalin, in the way that the Church in 
Germany had been used by the Nazis, 
who kept Dr. ‘Niemoller, for eight years 
in a concentration camp? 

He found, said, that despite al! 
the efforts of Communist propaganda, 
religion in Russia to-day was a vital 
force permeating millions of people in 
all walks of life, 


Women Worshippers 


In the numerous churches he visited 
during the six days he was in Russia. 
he found worshippers at almost every 
hour of the day. Most of them were 


- women, and there were also a few men 


and children, but no young people. He 
Was surprised to see among the wor- 
shippers women of between 30 and 40 
years of age—which meant that they must 
have been children at the time of the 
Bolshevik revolution. 

From talks he had had with the Russian 
Patriarch, other religious leaders, and 
Dr. Niemdiler 
came te the conclusion that religion in 
Russia, while not favoured by the régime, 
was tolerated, and that the Church 
remained an important element in Russian 
life. He was told that the Church in 
Russia, although completely separated 
from the State, had never been so wealthy 
as now, 

I asked Dr. Niemdller whether he had 
met any Jewish religious leaders in 
Russia, but, like the Quaker Mission from 
England, he, too, seemed to have over- 
looked the necessity of inquiring afier 
the religious Jewish community. 

Dr. Niemdller is a member of the 
Council of Christians and Jews in 


Germany which, he. said, is developing — 


satisfactorily. It will take a long time. 
he said, before antisemitism can be 
Emotions, he 
said, are still very deep and there is a 
tendency to blame others—Jews in mosi. 
cases—for any shortages or difficultics. 
But he was hopeful that in the end the 
activities of the Christian and Jewish 
Council would succeed in bringing about 
a fuller understanding between the people 
of the various denominations.

Reform, this raising of barriers, this

ment from “the holy brotherhood.” 


Provincial Incident 


But we have had an incident run- 
ning close to’ it. In a ‘large provin- 
cial centre the local Jewish representa- 
invariably held a 
memorial service jn the main syna- 
gogue whenever a leading member of 
the community died. The death 
occurred recently of one of the finest 
workers the corfimunity had, and for 
the first time the use of the main 
synagogue for a memorial service was 
denied on the ground that the 
deceased had been a member of the 
Reform congregation. As a result, 
the memorial service was held at the 


Reform synagogue—at. which all the 


lay leaders of the community, mostly 
Orthodox, quite naturally attended ! 
How alien is all this mistaken sense 
of duty to the whole spirit and con- 
tent of Judaism! One has only to

story of Rabbi Meir and Elisha ben

Walking and Riding 


It was the Sabbath, andthe 
day was being publicly desecrated. 
But instead of the rabbi turning away, 
he went forward to greet the heretic 
and desecrator of the Sabbath. A 
discussion on Torah topics between 
the two scholars soon began, and the 
discussion continued with the 


observant rabbi walking by the side 


of the non-observant rider until the 
latter, out of respect for the convic- 
tions of his companion, had to remind 
the rabbi that he had reached the 
techum, the limit for walking on the 
Sabbath day allowed by the Law.

Protest Against Separatism 


I am an Orthodox Jewish minister, 
taught and trained in the Orthodox 
Jewish way. The Judaism which | 
have had expounded and interpreted 
to me, and which I in turn have 
endeavoured in my humble sphere of 
activity to expound and to interpret 
to others, does. not permit, and 
protests against, this new trend 
alienating brother from brother and 
separating them in death as well as 
in life. 

During my student days at Jews’ 
College, when I was in training for 
the ministry, seldom was any refer- 
ence made to the particular religious 
viewpoint of any modern Jewish 
scholar quoted during lectures, and 
even when this was done, never with 
disrespect or acrimony. The name of 
Abraham Geiger, for instance, often 
came up during the history lectures, 
but not for over’a year, and then only 
from my own reading, did I discover 
that he was one of the earlv founders 


of the Reform movement. Similarly — 


there was hardly a lecture when the 
‘name of Samuel Krauss was not men- 
tioned, but who paid any attention 
to his particular brand of Judaism ? 
I also recall the affection and high 
regard our Bible lecturer had for Leo 
In later years, when I was 
ministering to a congregation in one 
of the provinces where there was also 
a Reform synagogue, it often hap- 
pened that I would visit a house of 
mourning where services. were being 


‘conducted under Reform auspices, or 


that the Reform minister would visit 


mourners who were members of my 
congregation. Nor did we think it 
wrong to exchange courtesies, for me 
to ask him to read a psaim or a 
prayer, or for him to do likewise, 


although I am jnformed this would 


be taboo in the same town to-day. 
The present trend in Anglo-Jewry 
away from the centre, with the erec- 
tion of sharply defined boundaries and 
barriers, should be halted. There can 
be no doubt on which side the 
majority of Jews in this country will 
elect to go, if driven to take sides, 
The rapid rise and growth o| so many 
new Liberal and Reform centres 
throughout the land already provides 
ample evidence, The extrem#sts on 
the right may be relying on the 
— numerical strength of the fol- 
owers of the Orthodox Jewish way 
of life, but let not the strong man 
boast of his strength. In a free 
world convictions e¢annot be made 
secure Or maintained by force. 


Threats Would be Fatal 


Loyalty and faithful and joyful 
adherence to the loftiest teachings of 
Judaism can only be assured by educa- 
tion and by the inherent value of the 
teachings presented. If any com- 
pulsory measures are introduced or 


threats of excommunication used, in _ 


these days and in this age, Orthodoxy 


is doomed. The choice, however, 
between success and failure still 
remains. Will the right choice be 


made ? Whither Orthodoxy ?

HE day before we were received 
by Mrs. Roosevelt I listened to 
a debate in the third Committee 
(Social and Humanitarian) of the. 
United Nations General Assembly in 
Paris. where Mrs. Roosevelt repre- 
sents the U.S.A. The High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees had asked the 
Committee for permission to make a 
worki appeal for voluntary 
tions of $3.000,000 to give emergency 
assistance to needy refugees, so-called

To me, knowing that Youth Aliyah 
alone has a budget of $10,000,000 in

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FIGHT TO SAVE TWO JEWISH GIRLS 
Declared Moslems by Persian Court

TEHERAN 
Determined efforts are being made by 


the Jews of Isfahan, the place of the 


legendary graves Mordecai and 
Esther. to save two young Jewish girls 


“who were recently declared Moslems by 


the _religrous court of the Imam 
Dyomaah. 

One of the girls, Shahnaz Sadia, 
married a Moslem after her parents had 
refused to permit her engagement to a 
Jewish boy. Many leading Moslems 
attended the ceremony, which was held 
near the Jewish quarter of Isfahan. A 
procession of 170 cars, laden With guests 
and presents, later made its way through 
the city to a sumptuous reception 
arranged by a local Moslem religious 
group. 

The second case involved Pooran 
Aynehsaz, a 14-year-old girl, who cloped 
with a Moslem "bus conductor. Pooran 
used to travel to school daily in his “br- 
She was taken to the court of the Im.» 
Djomaasah and declared a Mosiem. The 
police intervened and issued orders that 
she be returned to her parents, as she 
was still a minor. The Imam refused. 


claiming that it was a religious matter 
and that the. girl had agreed to become 
a Moslem. Pooran is still at the Imam’s 
residence, which is being guarded by 
police. The Moslem with whom she 
eloped has been arrested. The authori- 
ties hope to arrange for Pooran’s return 
without provoking religious disturbances. 


Their task is specially difficult now 
with the election campaign in full swing 
and much religious propaganda being 
spread. The Jewish Member of Parlia- 
ment, Dr. Moussa Bral, has interrupted. 
bis activities to investigate the two cases, 
which have caused much concern among 
the local Jewish community. 


Many other Jewesses in Isfahan have 
been approached in the streets and 
advised" by Moslems to change their 
religion. The Imam Djomaah is said to 
have prepared a list of Jewish girls will- 
ing to be converted. Meanwhile, Jewish 
girls are Deing taken to school in special

Protest to Government

SALONIKA 

Occupants of jewish-cw ned property in 
Northern Greece have threatened to hold 
demonstrations here as a protest against 
the restitution law. 

Through the organisation representing 
their interests, they have seni a sharply 
worded resolution to the Government 
protesting against the scandalous resti- 
tution law demanding an investigation of 
the manner in which the proceeds from 
the sale of Jewish property are being 
used, and establishing the identity of the 
heirs of such property. 

The resolution alleges that Opaie, the 
organisation. which administers heirless 
Jewish property, has exercised undue 
pressure on Greek tenants and urges that 
measures be taken to end. this * persecu- 
tion’ of Christians in Northern. Greece 
“by a handful of Jews,” most of whom, 
it says, are living abroad.

JEWISH TRIBES FOUND 
IN SAHARA

JOHANNESBURG 
A number of hitherto unknown 
Jewish tribes are said to have been 
found in the Sahara Desert by Dr. 


André Chouraqui, the Assistant 
Secretary-General of the Alliance 
Israélite Universelle, who recently 


arrived here from Algiers. 

Dr. Chouraqui, who travelled 8,000 
miles across Africa by car, visiting 
Tunisia, Morocco, iopia, 
Nigeria, and the Cameroons, said 
that he had found Jewish nomads 
as yet unknown to the Jewish his- 
torian, At one Sahara oasis he 
found a Jewish tribe of 3,000 people 
living under conditions of 1,000 
years ago. He also met Jewish 
groups at Zinder, Agodes, and other 
places near the Nigerian border. 


The Jews in turn had undertaken all the 
responsibilities of citizenship. 

In the evening Rabbi and Mrs Brodie 
attended a communal banquet arranged 
‘in their honour. 

Before their arrival at Wellington the 
Chief Rabbi and Mrs. Brodie, who: are 
being accompanied throughout their tour 
of New Zealand by Mr. ' Heine-

Franz Rademacher, former head of 
the Nazi Foreign Office's Department ot 
Jewish  Affairs,. told -a German court 
trying him here this: week that he saw 
nothing wrong with deporting Jews to 
Auschwitz during the war because it was 
done on "security grounds.” 

Asked by the President of the court. if 
he had objected on humanitarian grounds 
when ordered to send 90,000 Jews to the 
camp in 1942, he replied: “There was 
no hope for humanitarian considerations 
in the Third Reich.”’ He said that Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann had declared war on 


Germany from London on behalf of the - 


Jewish people, thus making all Jews 
enemies of Germany and security risks. 

Rademacher. now a journalist in Bonn, 
is accused on ifree counts of murder in 
association with others, aiding and abet- 
ting murder, and complicity the 
de portation of nearly 200,000 Jews from 
France, Belgium, Holland, Bulgaria, and

haeuiens of the Knesset on Monday 
received copies of a letter from Dr. 
Moshe *“Smoira, the President of the 
Supreme Court, protesting to Mr. Joseph 
Sprinzak, the Speaker, against criticism 
of the judges made by Dr. Dov Joseph, 
the Minister of Justice, in a speech to 
the Knesset last week, 

Speaking during a debate on the new 
Bill fixing heavier penalties for offences 
against the police, Dr. Joseph described 
recent sentences on prisoners charged 
with assaulting policemen as too lenient, 
and as “an insult to the law.”] | 

Dr. Smoira asserted that Dr. Joseph's 
remarks would undermine confidence in 
the judges’ integrity. “We are of the 
opinion,” he said, “ that his words are a 
serious aspersion on the State's judiciary. 
We cannot pass this over in silence.” 

Judges, Dr. Smoira went on, discharged 

their duties according to their conscience, 
pd only authority was the Law 
itself.
